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MINUTES OF THE MDARC BOARD _ OF 
DIRECTORS MEETING January 24, 1994 


The meeting was called to order at 7:30 PM by President 
Dick, AA6DL, at the home of our host for the meeting, 
Treasurer Stan, WU6P. In attendance besides Dick and Stan 
were Vice President John, KM6QX, Secretary Richard, 
WAS5HQJ, Director Larry, KB2GV, Director Tom, KC6SYG, 
Membership Chairman George, KI6YK, Emergency 
Coordinator Bruce, KC6JUMN and PACIFICON Chairman Dick, 
KT6X. 


The minutes of the last meeting were read and minor errors 
corrected after which they were approved. George, KI6YK 
reported that ; 

the current membership of the club is 589, with 86 people 
needing to renew. Lists of members who had not renewed 
were distributed so that they might be called on the telephone 
in the hope that they would either renew or that we might 
profit from understanding why they were not going to renew. 


The treasurer's report was distributed, with a balance in 
checking and money market accounts of $10,206.01. The 
matter of terminology concerning the $4000 seed money for 
PACIFICON was discussed at length. 

It was decided that it was more precise to call the money 
"retained profit". The Board also addressed the matter of a 
consolidated balance sheet for MDARC and its committees. 


In response from a number of members of the club, a motion 
was made, seconded and approved that only rnembers of 
MDARC would be eligible for prizes at our Christmas party 
and annual picnic. Since the prizes at our regular meetings 
are paid for by those attending the monthly meetings anyone 
purchasing tickets would be eligible whether a member or not. 


Considerable time was spent discussing our Scholarship 
program. The Board agreed that the program should be 
continued and should be part of our long range plan. It was 
also agreed that we should offer more than one scholarship 
each year. Various ways of insuring that the money was truly 
spent on educational costs were discussed but not concluded. 

A motion was made, seconded and passed that we increase 
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the amount of the fund to $2000 with distribution to be made 
in early 1995. 


Vice President John asked that we approve an expenditure for 
the purchase of items to give our speakers rather than 
continuing the past practice of giving a T-shirt. It was moved, 
seconded and approved that we would reimburse John $18.00 
for the gift given our January speaker and that we fund a total 
of up to $100 for such items in the future. 


John also provided information relative to a planned field trip 
on April 23 to the Marconi Memorial Station and possible to 
the RCA overseas transmitting site. Details will be 
forthcoming. The new PACIFICON Logo was shown by Dick, 
KT6X. It seemed to have every one's endorsement. Dick 
advised that he expected the PACIFICON 1994 budget to be 
similar to past years. He also advised that he was looking for 
people to man the MDARC and ARRL booths at PACIFICON. 


Bruce, KC6JMN, was asked if he could have his students 
propose some preliminary designs for a new patch for the 
Club. He stated that he would do so. He expects to have 
something for us by the next meeting. 


A letter from Ray, KC6BLS, was read. Ray suggests that the 
club sponsor the installation of the standard RACES 
connectors on club member's radios. It was moved, 
seconded and passed that the club authorize the expenditure 
of up to $100 for connectors. It was suggested that a suitable 
time for the installation would be on auction night. 


Ray aiso proposed thai the ciub purchase, for the library 
system, copies of "Now You're Talking". It was moved, 
seconded and passed that up to $100 be authorized for this 
purpose. Ray also suggested the purchase of a 73 magazine 
subscription for the library system. This item was tabled for 
future action. 


The next meeting will be held once again at Stan's house, on 
February 28, 1994, a week later than normal.

The circuit boards, in hand, cost $ 42.00 
apiece. The remaining parts are estimated to cost about $ 60.00 per unit. He reported this was under the original amount allocated. 
He also stated he owned many parts that were needed for their construction, and is willing to give them to the club. He expects the 
system to be running in the next few months. Richard also mentioned the best defense for dealing with jammers is to ignore them.
